sions to Confederate soldiers, sailors 
and their w idow s who have been citi­ 
zens of Texas since prior to Janu­ 
ary I, 1910, providing that all sol­ 
diers, sailors and their w.dow3 eligi 
f ie under the provisions hereof shall
